Complaint is often expressed that the present gen- 
eration has made a mess of things and that it has left a 
shabby heritage to the generation which is just now 
coming upon the stage.

THE CLASS PROPHECY 


Swiftly the giant airliner came down the run- 
way, then gradually slowed until at last we were 
able to view the passing landscape without that 
strange, sinking feeling with which everyone is 
familiar.
